London, Oct. 28 — Recent excava- 
tions in the city have led to the dis- 
covery of a number of relics of the 
Roman period, as the result of which 
archaeologists think it probable that 
the ancient church of St. Peter’s-up- 
on-Cornhill was built inside of what 
was once a Roman fortress. It is ex- 
pected that future investigations will 
show that this was the first fortified 
camp of the Romans and, if so, it is 
possible that it was built immediately 


subsequent to the re-establishment of 


order after the revolt under Boadicea. 
Mr. W. C. Edwards, a well-known 
archaeologist, who has been chiefly 
responsibie for these discoveries, stal- 
ed that during the next few years 
more Roman discoveries would prob- 
aBly be made in the city than had 
been made for centuries, The old 
Roman wall of London lay mainly 
about 15 ft. to 18 ft. below the pres- 
ent street level, but in some places it 
was only 4 ft. below street level. 


“The discoveries made in Grace! 
church street last year, when tele- | 
phone cables were being laid, led me | 
to believe that, on a line running | 


east and west of the south wall of 
St. Peter’s-upon-Cornhill we should 
come across the Roman. wall. I 
watched the excavations every day, 
and last Boxing Day I thought that we 
were so near the wall that | came 
up specially to see how things were 


going on. It was quite clear that the | >
